Horse riders should 
deal with the first of these problems, and 
shopkeepers with the second. 
LOW COST HOUSING 
Further delays seem likely. The vendors seek 
access concessions that would be 
advantageous to them in their bid for further 
development permissions. CDC are against 
this. Clerk to ask the Housing Association to 
keep all applicants informed. 

GRANTS . 

PC to provide up to £200 for a picnic bench at 

the Toddlers’ Play area. The Tennis Club seeks 

£7-8,000 top-up money to fund pavilion 
development. PC requested detailed proposal. 

NEWS IN BRIEF 

e Hempton Church Extension contractors 
should begin work in October. 

e Weed-killing will cost £533, against the 
estimated ceiling of £1,000. 

e Parishioners are reminded to use their 
wheely bins for garden rubbish. 

e CDC will collect large items of rubbish, by 
arrangement. 

e The Parish Clerk (337447) should be 
informed of any specific problems of 
rubbish and litter. 

SPEEDING AND PARKING 

The Working Group identified a number of 

problems specific to Earls Lane - inconsiderate 

parking at the School and the Health Centre; 
dangerous bend at E end; accident blackspot 
at junction with Tays Gateway; complaints of 
speeding. Figures on traffic flows were quoted 


and options for action discussed. Other 
concerns included accident blackspot at the 
St Thomas Street/main road junction; 
repositioning the School Crossing sign; parking 
in the Market Place. Further studies are to be 
undertaken, with cost-benefit analyses, so that 
a comprehensive strategy may be developed, 
covering all problem areas. Meanwhile, PC 
resolved to abandon the idea of a chicane in 
Earls Lane - estimated cost now £18,000, and 
rising - in favour of low cost, visual methods. 
CLIFTON 

Play area goalposts will cost £250, and grass 
cutting £62 per cut. Bridleway amendments 
have been agreed with landowners. Horse- 
riders are responsible for clearing up after 
themselves [their horses, surely? - NCS]. 
Chicken manure must be ploughed in within 24 
hours.

APPEAL 


(Philip Altan, Appeal Chairman, sends this final report from the 
Deddington Church Restoration Appeal.) 
The Appeal Fund, in money received and pledged, stands at £155,774,* 
against which must be set costs of £6,405. The Appeal Committee has 
now decided to close the Appeal. 

Unfortunately we have been refused a grant by English Heritage, despite 
being led to expect one. This is very disappointing, but English Heritage 
has been overwhelmed by applications from churches, being asked for 
over £200 million from a fund of £20 million. They have had to make 
hard choices and refuse grants where they felt the money could be raised 
locally. We fall into this category. We have, however, already received 
donations of nearly £15,000 from charitable trusts, and the Church 
Commissioners will pay for the restoration work in the chancel. So 
we have not been without support. 
I am pleased to report that, on the assessment of our architect, John 
Perryman, repairs to the roof, to deal with the infestation of death watch 
beetle, can be tackled with the funds available. Just how much work can 
be done remains to be seen; but the Parish Church will be restored and 
preserved for future generations. We hope the work will begin next spring. 
On behalf of the Appeal Committee I would like to thank all of you who 
have helped with this Appeal, in whatever way, for your generous and 
unstinting support. The Appeal has touched a chord and it stands as testimony, I believe, to the value 
placed by the Parish on its beautifuland historic Parish Church. Y our response to the crisis has been 
magnificent. Thank you - all of you - very much indeed. 
“The total of £155,774 raised before expenses, includes all income tax reclaimed or eventually to be reclaimed on covenants, 
and a further £7,000 promised from the Oxfordshire Historic Churches Trust and The Diocesan Archdeacon’s Fund. Jean Flux

Fund-raising involves expense. The CD, ‘Raise The Roof’, for example, incurred related production 
costs of £3,438 (disc and cassette manufacture, copyright, mail-order packaging, etc.), but it has raised 
£6,028.23 so far, after expenses, and could well raise more. 

Other Appeal costs include the launch, leaflets, architect’s fees and scaffolding, photographs for the 
Heritage application and the Appeal display. Some ventures, like the concerts, the Race Night, the 
Promises Auction, were managed through the Church’ s Appeal account and expenses are quoted. 
Others, like the Fire Station’s Sponsored Row, were independently managed and only the net gain 
appears in the Appeal account.

FROM GEORGE FENEMORE, HOME FARM, CLIFTON 

As one of the few livestock farmers left in the Parish, I cannot let Andrew Thompson's letter in 
the September DN go unchallenged. To link Scrapie, BSE, and CJD in the same context is 
more than a little reckless. Scrapie in sheep was first noticed some 200 years ago, CJD in 
humans some 70 years ago, and BSE in humans about 14 years ago. They are all diseases of 
the brain, caused by a virus-like particle or virion, and, so far, no cross species contamination 
has been proved. 

In his letter Mr Thompson claims that BSE was the result of bad practice in the meat industry. 
He may be right, but who is to blame ? BSE first came to light in 1985, just after an oi] and 
energy crisis, when the then government allowed the renderers who produce meat and bone 
meal as a protein additive to cattle feed, to lower the temperature of the process to save energy. 
No doubt the then government took the best scientific advice available on this. To suggest that 
Scrapie and BSE are "British diseases" is rather naive; a few cases have been reported in most 
EC countries. Just how many more have been put down and burt under the guise of rabies, no 
one will say. The lifting of the European ban on British beef is now mixed up in the cauldron 
of EC politics and has little to do with scientific or medical advice. 

British meat is safe, yet our government allows the import of meat from who knows where, 
produced to standards well below our own, fed on who knows what, and treated with a 
cocktail of growth hormones and other drugs which have been banned in this country for many 
years. 

The whole sorry saga of BSE and CJD and BSE has been dogged by conjecture and dogma 
and is not over yet. The sad fact is that many people have lost their lives, some to CJD in its 
various forms. But many more livestock farmers have been driven to suicide. Farming now has 
the highest suicide rate among the various occupations in this country. Agriculture has cleaned 
up its act, so perhaps it is now the turn of the scientific community to come clean. After all, the 
modern technology used in modern agriculture today, is sold to the farmers by the scientists.

All is at last safely gathered in, but if it was worth all the hassle only  smsseunellendtitit@tiinaeadyanameny, 
time will tell. With the import of so much cheap grain from the EC and eI ae Sy 
beyond, a market for home grown grain is almost non-existent. With the livestock sector 

in a state of terminal collapse, the light at the end of the tunnel has been removed. 

The autumn work is well up to date and the seed beds are working down well and we 

should not have any problems with delayed germination due to drought. The rams will go 

out with the ewes at the start of October to lamb in March. Although we had very good 
lambing last year the financial return has been very poor. The last jot | sold went for just 
70p a kilo (how much are you paying for it in the supermarket? There's a good chance it 

is imported anyway). British meat is safe and of very good quality and if only the 

consumer would demand British meat products the supermarkets would soon cave in and 

stop fobbing off the consumer with high priced imported meat products from any cheap 
source they can find. Not only would this help the British livestock industry to get back 

on its feet, it would help the arable sector find a home market for its grain and help 

restcre the English pastoral scene much mourned by conservationists. 

This year has not been a very good one for the resident birds on the farm. The cold wet 
spell of weather in the summer coincided with their breeding season and many broods 

were lost due to the cold and the lack of insects to feed the chicks on. Farmers are 

often criticised for disturbing or destroying wild life habitats, so it is nice to think that 

with the encouragement of their teachers and governors the children at our school have 
taken such an interest in helping to create and study the wild life of Daeda's Wood. But 
what a pity it is that just for the sake of a few dirty windows for a few weeks of the 

year the same teachers and governors allowed the schoo! authorities to destroy the 

nesting habitats of one of the only breeding colonies of swifts in the village by wiring off

Another lady allotmenteer and | were discussing our successes and failures with planting, 
nurturing and harvesting this year's vegetable crops. Slugs, we agreed, had decimated 
many young plants. "It's a constant battle against nature, isn't it?" she remarked and | 
must admit | agreed with her. Nature certainly challenges the gardener/allotmenteer. 
The weather is never ‘just right': too much or too little rain, cold winds, hot dry sunshine 
~ never, ever at the ‘right time’. Even so | have had an abundance of blackberries; the 
few peas | gathered did not have pea weevil; during the hot dry period the weeds were 
not so prolific. It doesn't seem to matter if you are a little late in planting, the plants 
will by the very nature of things grow and produce their seed. This week after the rain 
showers the soil has been easy to dig and | succeeded in clearing an ugly patch of 
weeds which had bugged me since | first took the allotment five years ago. Now three 
tips to aid us in our fight: |. Caffee grounds sprinkled along the carrot rows keep away 
the carrot fly. 2. Stockings/tights cut across the legs in 2" strips, stretched, then cut 
again, make excellent soft ties for plants. 3. Chicken manure sprinkled round plants not
